InTENT to acquit myſelf of this great 
Truſt to the utmoſt Extent of my Ability, 
I have conſider d it neither as the Means of 
Cabal nor of Advancement ; but as a Ci- 
vil Truſt, in the Execution of which it 
has always been a Circumſtance particu- 
larly agreeable to me, to find myſelf the 
Repreſentative of a Free and Independent 
Society : And tho' I have not been able to 
ſerve that Society in other reſpects as I 
have wiſhed to do, I have ſerved the UNI- 

vERSIiTY Free however and Independent; 
| Independent not only of Ambition and of 
Tatereſt, but of Party too, without which 
there is no Independence—Dependent on- 
ly upon the great Maxims of Juſtice, and 
upon the Spirit and Forms of the Conſti- 
tution of our Country.

that 1 have found Satisfaction in every 
Confirmation of the Choice of me by the 
UniveRsITY,as a Demonſtration to myſelf 
and to the World of their Approbation of

Bur as I believed from the firſt, and

Axp whilſt your LoRDsH41P has been 
thus reaping the fruit of your Integrity and 
Impartiality i in the Univerſal Eſteem and 
Good Opinion of the Nation, your Con- 
ſtituents likewiſe have not heen without 
their ſhare of the Benefit: The Credit, 


and Honour, and Security too accruing to 


us from ſuch a Repreſentative have been 


very ſenſibly felt and underſtood in this 


Place; and in ſome late perilous Circum- 
ſtances, | were the Conſiderations of all 
others that afforded us the greateſt Com- 
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fort. While Report was mak ing ſo free
